PART I. 


1.—OFFICE ROUTINE. 

This wlU be my last Progress Reprt, as I shall retire from the public 
service from the 13th of September next. It will bo 
Personnel. yeam, all hut 3 months, since I first joined the 

Archmologicai Survey under Dr, Burgoi^s, and I am the last of that party. 
Before leaving, I must put on record my fall aatiafaction with the work of 
Mr Ni^yao Mahodev Totako, ray head clerk, whose uniform application and 
industry have-been praiseworthy. The rest of the ostablishraent are more or 
less new hands, and it is hardly possible to say much as yet regarding their 
work more than that they are steady and diligent. They wore all most oseful 
to me in my excavation work in Sind, readily taking up the function of over¬ 
seers in charge of the gangs of coolies employed. Mr. Narnyan Waman Kittur, 
my second clerk and typist, promises well; he is rapid and accurate in hb 
work. 

2, Durino the monsoon recess of 1909 the usual work at head-quartcre 
** occupied us. I have already, in previous reports, 

woric at tteaa^nartera. gpeciEed the nature of our varied duties during that 

period of the year. We are always most fully occupied and never seem able to 
do all we would wish to for want of time. 


11.—THE YEAR’S WORK. 


3. 


On the Ist of April, 1909, I was at head-quartora, Poona, on my way 
through from Sind and Rajputana to the Bijapur 
nuAPuir, Aiaoie. di^ct, where the remainder of lost touring season 
was spent, partly at Bijapur, where I had to consult the Puhlic Works Depart¬ 
ment about difficulties which had ori&en regarding work in progress at the 
Ibrahim Rauza and the Asar Mahal, and partly amongst the very old temples 
at Aiholo, making notes with the Public Works Department SuJ^ivisional 
Officer for their conservation and repair. Another visit to Bijapur was 
necessitated in July. 

4. In November X was asked to conduct the Viceregal party over the 
old buildings of Ahniedabad jfiind Bijapur and the 
KMhert Cav«i. coves of Elopbanta. This obliged us to defer starting 

on out regular tour until late in the month, when I proceeded to the Kanheri 
Caves in company with the Collector of 'fha^A i^ order to arrange on the spot, 
with the proprietor, Hr. Chbabiklas Lallubhii, for their future conservation and 
maintenance.

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5. Returning to Bijapur, we tamed out stepa towards the very old town 

of Pattadakah miles west of Aihofe, and, like that 
^ ' place, full of ancient temples of the early Ohalukyan 

period. Notes were here made for the conserTation and repait of the temple, 
w'hich are mostly in ruins. 

6. Badaml next doinicd our attention for the same reason, and from there 

we continued our tour into the Dhirwar district in 
‘ Baniupiir.^UflKair' order to examine, with a view to conservation, old 

temples at dadag. Havert, Bankapur and Unkah 

7. In the Belgaum district we visited the temples at Belgaum itself and 

at the Gokak Falls, Between the Falls and Dbupdal 

^*K™fli)ur, * ** railway station are the Kounur dolmens. This 
brought us up to the Christinas holidays, and advont' 
age was taken of these to send our kit on ahead to Mirpur-Khns in Sind, 

8. Almost as soon as I had arrived at Mirpur-Khas, I was called away 

to Central India to go over the conservation works 
at Man^u with Major Blake way, Secretary to tlie 
Honourable the Agent to the Governor-General in Central Indio, so that I did 
not got properly to work on the excavation of the gtiipa at Mirpur-KhUs until 
the 2ud February, 

9. Excavation work on the Buddhist sliipa at Mirpur-Khas occupied us 

Ml mar If hie until the 23rd of March, Ao account of this work and 

its results will be found in Part II of this reports 

10. Our next move was to Tando Muhammad Khan, near which place 

Taado MuHatumad Khto. remains of another, but rather smaller, 

stupa. It IS situated cloeo to the Fuleli canal and 
riiihvayi aibout 6 to tbo north-woat of tho town, Another two in tho 

same direction, on the top of the hill, are the remains of what was probably 
another, where carved and decorated bricks have been found. It was too late 
in the season to attempt excavation here. It is reserved for noxusoaaon. 

11. Another place that we visited was Jherrick on the Indus, W'here, upon 

sberritk ^ three and a half miles to the south, on the 

road, ore (he remains of a Baddbtst sivput 
which was dug into some 6fty-seven years ago by a Mr. Cole. Carved bricks 
from this are in the Museum of the Bombay Branch of the Bov'al Astatic 
Society, 

12. From Jhcrrick I went to Karachi to get photos «f the bronze image 

Karachi, Brahma at the Museum, which was discovert 

some years ago near Mlrpur-Khas, and also to see 
whether there were any objects in the collection from Buddhist sources. 

13. On our way back to Head-quarters I visited Abu to advise upon some 

Abu, Ajmer, necessary conservation work ,at the Aobaleivara 

temples; and a committee meeting of the Hajputanu 
Museum, at Ajmer, took mo there for a day or two, 

14. On the 28th April I met the Director-General of Archmology in 
Bombay, who was on Ms way to Europe on leave.

16 , We hod also been asked to prepare ostanipaigcs of the A^ka inscrip* 
tion at Bairat in the Jaipur State. ^ Our next touring 
Mnt' •ttiAss. afiisusoa conseouenily commenced with a visit to J'lnu- 

ka-tbaoai from where we were odvisea to go to Bairat* From Niin-ka^-thana 
I visited A*td Gai^esar. At Ganesar no abject of antitjnanah interest 

was found, and at ^laviQLda there was nothing to be seen beyond two CuAstris^

After a rough jonmey, we reached Bairat on the 12th of November 
1909, Besides the actual work for which wo had 
®*''**' ooine here, we were engaged also upon visiting and 

photographing the ruins at and near Bairat, an account of which will be found 
in the descriptive portion of the report. From Bairat I proceeded to Bbabru, 

about twelve miles S- S. W, of it. One of the inserip- 
tioDS of Adoka has been called the Bhabra Edict. 
Bhabia here is no doubt a mistake for BbabnV. I made a very careful search 
at this place but did not find antiquarian remains of any sort. ^ T ani, therefore, 
convinced that Cunningham is right in calling it a Bairat edict a.id supposing 
that it was originally on the Byak-pahaiJ there. 

IS. From Bhdbru I went to Amer, This was a much better road to go 
to Bairdt than the otfe running from Nim>ka*thaud 
Amcr. which I had been advised to take. Another good 

road to go there, I was told by the people, was the one passing by Ghdst-ka* 

thhna to Alwar. From Amei I proce^^ to Jaipur, 
Here places of antiquarian interest such as Galtd, 
Gehtor, etc., were visited, I also inspected some old scnlptnres stored in the 
Museum and the Resident's garden, ^ 1 was also able to conanlt some antiqua¬ 
rians here and pTe[jare a list of antiquarian remains for the Jafpur State, the 
list that we were supplied with being in every vray moceurate apd incomplete- 
1 left Jaipur for Sangdner, where Smghi’a temple waa photographed. There

are other objects at Sanganer of local iaterest, such as Dadiijiaathi tfltnple and 
the imoee of Sooga Baba and so forth, but beyond cursorily glancing over these 
we did not work. Wo then proceeded to Chatsii, which was unfortunately 

plague^tricken when *wo were there. Stul wo 
Chaum received as tuueb help as it was possible for the local 

authorities to give. 

Soon alter the Christmas hoU^ys 1 turned to the w^tern part of 
the Jaipur territory and explored the Sakhavati pro* 
vinca. Khalil had once bean famous for the temple 
^lyamjL but, beyond a few sculptures stuck in the walls of a Matfid here, no 
tt s of it now remains. At Rewasa similarly there were found two modern 
tfli i'lss w herein matenals from itneient f^ties hHd osed^ On® CAAflfri built 
y A Vaniara and lying outside the vilte close beside a well is particularly 
teresting. The pillars certainly origin^y belonged to some tenth century 
unle. Probably they were brought from Jin-mat^ which is only six miles 
itant from it. This last temple is doubtless of this period, but no pillars of 
the size of these Rewiaa Chhatri were found here. Here some inscriptions 
were found which are important tor the history of the imperial Chihamana 
dynasty, 

20. From Rewasa 1 proceeded to Sikar on my way to Haras, Hat^ is 

8 miles from Silmr j aadon a loft^^ hill near this village 
n»r«a three- temples. One of these only is 

ancient, that which is locally known as the temple of hlahadeva. The remain¬ 
ing two are partially built of the materials of thm ruined temple. 

At Ra^hunatbgadh one ancient temple was discovered. From hero 
Lohagal, one of the most sacred places in Sekyimti, 
was visited. Prom Raghundthgadh I proceeded to 
^krai, which is another place of sanctity in this pro- 
viuce. Hire I found two old inacriptioas and one ancient temple, 

22 Ehandela' was the next place we went to. I had_ beard a great deal 

‘ about it while touring in Sokhavafei and also while I 

Kit*e<r«iB. at Jaipur, But I was somewhat disappointed. 

Because beyond a few old sculi^tures here and there scattered ^ stuck up into 
Ste w alls of wells, no ancient boildiag of any kind was found. This disappoint; 
ment was, however, lessened when I visited a 12th century temple of Sdladdiputu 

four distant- 

23 This brought my touring in the Jaipur State to a close, and I broke 

UP my 'camp in order to go to the Jodhpur State. In the meanwhile I ^ixed 
"P ^ ^ ftn opportutiitv to visit Ajmer to see whether aoy new 

Mwr. inscription etones had been brought in the Aluseum. 

Till the beginning of March when I was there, there were only three new inserip- 
riins. Two of ?Leae were found at PoshUat and the third at some place in the 

Bharatpur Stati. 

24 Mv tour in tiie Jodhpur State began with Pbalc^i in the Medta 

District. Here we were engaged in pboiographing 
Pbaioiti. templM and copying inscriptions therein.

^ ‘ Jaina temple of about the 15th century. The Hindu 

KekLnd. temple is particularly interesting- It is no doubt now 

dedicated to Nilakautba-M«hadeva, but appeota originally to hove been one of 
some goddess, most probably Hpishdakroila.

of rough stones which were evidently protected formerly. As they ate now 
unprotected the building is collapsing on the east and shows signs of danger of 
collapse on the south and east.

The one over the 
main entrance being badly cracked and it is at present propped up with a 
wooden post.

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found that my own method wothed beat aod gave better resulta. I tteated 
them with a dilate aolutioo of sulphuric acid, I was thus enabled to get a copper 
nucleus out of all. Den of the coins were within the tiupat in the relic coffer, 
and these lumps of corrosion yielded sinall rectangular thick lamps of copper, 
but the corrosion had obliterated all definite markings from the surfa^a- From 
the size, shape, and n few auspicious marks upon them, 1 think it likely they 
were pundi-marked coins. The 36 coins found with the votive tablete outside 
the altogether, on the west, turned out to be Arab coins such as were 
introduced by the Arabs when they first entered Sind in the_ 8th century. 
They are thin and round, and some have portions of the Arabic inscriptioas 
upon them.

94, The uicjat interesting and important work of the Circle, during the 
last tonring aeaaon, was the excavation of the Buddhist stupa at Mirpur*Khn 3 , 
near Hyderabad (Sind). The following account of this was sent to GovernTnent 
at the tim^ Head my laat Progress Report (for the year ending Slat March 
1909), paragraphs 131>L3&. For ‘*ten acres in 131 read ** thirty acres,’* 


96. I arrived at Mirphr-Ebas on the 19th Jannaiy 1910, but found that 
Airpur-fChij, oflSce kit, which had been sent vid ibirachi, had 

not turned up. It came, however, on the 21st, As 
soon as I could arrange for coolies I started digging at the stdpa. As the 
mound^ was practically without shape or form, save that the central core of 
sun.dried bricks, rising above the rest, roughly indicatai the middle of the 
tffupa, I drove trenches in towards the centre from tho ground level on the 
outer margin of the slope on the south and east. This was to try and strike 
the edge of the ^kkd brick basement of the ttupa, if such existed within the 
mound. I had only just started this when 1 hod to obey a SQmmons to visit 
Mandu in Central India in connection with the conservation work going on 
there. It waa the 2nd Febrnary when I returned to M5ri>ilr-Kbas. While 
away, 1 left my men in cbe^e of the digging. On my return 1 found they 
had struck solid brick-work in both cuttings, and, upon following the edge of 
this, I found it to be a square foundation. It was not long before we located 
and unearthed the S.-B,, S.^W,, and N,-W, comers. But, before Ending these 
comers, I had directed a cutting from a higher level upon the south side into 
the centre of the mound as nearly as I could guess it. On finding the corners 
of the foundation 1 was able to locate the centre with greater confidence 
(Photo, No, 34)28), 


96. Down through tho centre,^a well, about 10 feet io diameter, was sunk { 
while, at the same time, further opaning up of the brick basement was being 
made. This well was sunk In the hope of coming upon a relic chamber in the 
heart of the stiipa ; but of this I was somewhat mjubtful, since it was recorded 
that Mr, J, Gibbs^ in 1859, excavated the hose of a brick fAat this place, 
and found a vase of fine earthenware containing some pieces of crystm and 
amethyst. But then, ^ain, I considered that, if this had Wn a relic casket, 
he would have had somethii^ more to say about it, and so 1 settled down to 
find out for myself by going to tho bottom of the mound. 

97. I began also to clear the debris around this core of kackd brick-work, 
in which 1 expected to find some of the fallen carved and decorated brick-work 
from the upper walls that had been destroyed, and succeeded in unearthing 
many fine fragments displaying an endless variety of designs in Greek fret, 
delicate scroll work, grotesque faces and figures, lotus leaf mouldings, 
figure medallions, chequer work, basket patterns, etc, (Photo. No, 3466). 

9S. While at this work on the south side of the mound, the diggers, 
working near the surface, rolled away a fine head of a Buddha, and, upon 
examining the soot, I found it belonged to an image which was buried 3^t 
below the level of th® rough platform upon which they were working. Clear¬ 
ing the earth and brick debris from around this image, it was Mon that it

1 thin examined the edge of thU platforni. upon the north side, and soon found 
the tops of Boiiie of the pilasters of the same wall on this side. 1 had thus 
found the edges of the remalna of the walls ot the great square basement unon 
which the round tower of the $iup<t stood, and men were set to work to follow 
this all around. Up to this moment I had little hope of finding anything very 
definite in the way of walls. 

DD. It was now found that the whole of this basement wall, on all four 
sidcB. hftd been carefully embedded in burnt brick, laid in “od, for a distau^ 
of some tea to fifieen feet or more out from the walls. On laying bare the 
walls, down to the original ground level, the reason for this was very apparent. 
It waa found from the lines of the great mouldings, ruDning round the 1^ 

ment. that the wall^ had bulged out, and had also sank m the centres some 7 or 
8 inchea, due, no dDubt, to the immensa dead weight of the superstracfcnre and 
the very poor foondatrona provided. Thedanger of a collapse of the whole build- 
\m must^avB been so imminent that this wholesale buttre^mg up was the only 
iSSonise left to prevent a disaster; and to this burying of the walls ,s d.ue the 
good Btate of p^roservaiiou in which we find what is left, and particaUrly of 
the images of the Buddha in the panels. I. at first, thought it a device to hiite 
tht images from the eyes of the early Muhnmmadau invaders, whose icon^ 
clastio tendencies, in those early days of Islam were very pronounced, 
a casual look at the basement ia sufficient to shew the real reason (Photos, 

Nos. 343B-3141).

103. Whilst the work of the excavat ion of the walls was going on, the well 
in the centre ot the mound was sitvking steadily, until the evening of the 
19th February, when j^kha burnt brick was struck in the middle of the door 
of the well. Wcjrk was stopped until next mr»rning. From the time of the 
unearthing of the Buddha images in the wall panels, an all-night watch of 
four mi n was put on the mound to guard against any attempt at mischievous 
mutilation. 

104, The Commisaioner in Sind, the Deputy Commissioner of Thar and 
Parkar, of which district Mirpur-Khai is now the bead-quarters, and two other 
ofBciats, had arranged to come out and visit the mound on the morning of 
the 2(. th.

103. Id the middle of the bole in the lower stone, packed round with grey 
sand, was standing a little cri^stal phial, 2|- inches high by about one inch wide 
at its Widest part.

117. In the Journal of the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, 
Volume V, page 355, is a notice of a Buddhist s/ilpu upon a lew fiat-temped hilt, 

Jhtrruek. about three and a half miles south by west of Jhirruck 

cu the Indus, which was excavated by a Mr. Cote 
about 1853. ^ At present there is ootliing but a shapeteas low heap of brick 
ddbris, in which there is hardly half a dozen carved bricks to be found, and no 
fraumeut of the walls reiuiiiiiing. In the centre, a hole had been dug to the 
ground level. There are signs of basements of other rougli rubble buildiugs 
upon the hill lop; there mast have been a small community up there at one 
time. A number of carved bricks from Mr. Cole’s digging was sent to the 
Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, which may still be seen in their 
Museum. The plan given lu the Journo/ ia very inaccurate and must have been 
made from memory. Moat of the bricks measure 18*^ X 10 J*' X 2^*, 

118, The village of Patt^idakal, upon the bank of the Malprabha, lies about 

Pattadaiiai. in * atrabjht line west of Batlami railway 

I station in the Bijapur district, but by the ciart-track 

round the hills it is twelve miles. It is but six miles from Aihole, the ancient 
temples of which place have already been describe^l in my previous report. 
It is but a small village, not so large aa Aiho|e, but like it full of the remaiL of 
other dnya, when the early Chalukya kings ruled the land. Pat^dnkal was 
probably their principal religious centre while Badaml was their civil capital. 
There are, within the rilbge. two very old temples more or less the worse for 
centuries of weathering and neglect, while outside, to the west, is an old Jaina 
temple, and between it and the village the ruins of another. 

lia Contrasted hare, more strikingly than at Aihole, we have the northern 
and southern types of ^ikharas or towers, and these were erected long before the 
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hybrid luedi^vid Chaluliy&n style waa evolved. The diffepnce between these 
two types is very marked, the one riEing in the heavy horizontal storeys of the 
south, and the other in the lighter and more graceful vertical lines of the north.

120, Of all these bid shrines, on© only is in use as a religious building, and 
that is the largest, the temple of Virupaksha, facing the river. Fortunately 
this one has a number of inscrintioDS, from which we gather, not only the date 
of the creotioti of the building, but the oircumsUncea under which it was built, 
to<»ether with the builder's name. It was buOt for queen Lokam^^evi m 
ceFebration of her husband Vikiamaditya II having thrice conquered Kanchi, 
in the eighth century A.D, There is very great resemblance botpen this 
temple atid its sculptures and the jgreat monolithic temple of Kailasa^at the 
Ehtra eaves, which w more than accidental, and it may easily be accounted for. 
Vikmniaditya, when he sacked Kaiichi (Conjovetan]), was no doubt so struck 
with the temples he found there, that he brought awey architect and workmen 
to construct one on the same linea in his own capit>il Duntjg the rmgn of his 
eon Kirttivarma II, the IJasHrakutas under Dantidurgn raya3edtheCbalukyan 
territorv and practically wi])ed out that dynasty for the time being.

10- Slink-p/*kdd has been so well described by Cunningham that there 
remalna very little for me to say, I believe with him that what ia the

13, The following paragraph from Carlleyle'a desoription of Bairat beautifully 
illuetrates how an antiquarian is in danger of Jumping up to wild conclusions, if 
he does not properly and fullj* avail himself of local information I have to 
tuentlon,*’ says he, a curious dtscoveiy 1 made in the ground immediately in 
front of the rock on which the inscription a are, and close under the larger 
inscription. There were two larger boulder atones half boried in the ground 
directly under the larger inscription; and as the lowest line of this inscription 
was at the height of only I foot from the ground, I found the l^ulder stones 
• very much in my way in standing to take an impression of the inscription, 
I consequently ordered my men to dig the earth away from the boulder stones, 
and then to roll them out of the way , , . , After these larger 
boulder stones had been removed out of the way, I found a layer of smaller 
boulder stones undcmeath them, amounting to perhaps half a dozen or more 
altogether. After removing these smaller stones I mme to earth; and finding 
a small fragment of old pottery, I dug still deeper into the earth, and at a depth 
of about 2 feet below the onginal position of the bottom of the larger boulder 
stones, or about 2 feet 9 inches to 3 feet below the surface of the ground, I 
discovered four earthen vesaels, which, on eiamination, I found to be cinerary 
urns containing human boues. These vessels were placed regularly in a line, ail 
on the same level , . . , Could it be possible that these cinerary urns 
and human ^nes might be in some way connected with the purpose of the 
inscriptions immediately above them ? 'What seemed to me the roost extraordi¬ 
nary circumstiince was, that the boulders and stones which fay over the top of 
the cinerary urns appeared to be im etf«, or in their natural position, like any of 
the numerous other boulders which were sticking in the ground round about j and 
Ido not think that these stone^ were placed in the position in which I found them 
by any artificial means 1 I therefore believe that the boulder stones must have 
come into the position in which I found them, jammed against’the rock, by the 
agency of some powerful flood or current of water j and consequently that the 
cinerary urns and bones may be of very great and unknown antiquity.'* 


13. Now, the troth of the matter is that it is a custom with the people of 
many castes in Bairat to collect the ashes and bones of the dead body on the 
third day after cremation and deposit them in an earthen urn. They buir it 
underground with some mark to distinguish it from others, and leave it there 
^ I they find it convenient to take cut the ashes and throw them in the Gances 
The who G place on the east and north of the Bhimji ki-duagrh below which is 
the Aioka inscription rock, is cemetery ground, and euch cinertiry urns are 
buned^ I was told, all along this line of the hill. In fact, I was shewn a spot 
quite in the immediate vicinity of the inscription boulder, where the ashes of a 
person, dead about a week before 1 came there, were buried. It is no wonder 
that such remarks as those of Carlleyle afford a nice occasion to people like the 
author of the Pickwick papers to crack jokes at the expense of autiquiirians.

cramped situation, it became too small for being the capital of such an 
influential and rapidly extending state as Jaipur had become, and so Sawm 
Jaysingh had to boild Jaipur si^ miles off. 'Ibe most important and probably 
the oldest temple here is that known by the name efAmbikej vara, said 
hare been built by Raja Ainbarisha, eon of Mandhata, ting of Ayodh>a.

rather in the hill instead: of on lofty podeatat of rock, but it b most 
picturesquely situated as it overlooks the Masta lake. ITie piilaco was 
commenoed about 1600 by Raja Maasiogh, Additions ULere made by 
Jaysingh I (the Mirxa Raja), and it was completeil in the 18th century by 
Sawai Jayeiugh. It was this latter prince, who built the peerless gateway, 
called the Gajjiei Pol (Photo. No. 3491), which gives access to theDiwau4-kh^ 
(Photo, No. 3i92). The tQptni>st room on thb gateway is called Suhag-mandnr, 
from which the royal zanana looked at the assemblage in the Diwau-i'Am . 
below. From a balcony here the nicest view is obtained of the Jaygai^h fort, 
which crowns the summit of a bill 500 feet above. 

19. Ou the east of the Diwat]i-i-Ani is an open plain, where five young 
buSaloes aresaci-ified on Navardlra days. The aorth'W'eat corner leads to a small 
sliriae dedicated to ijiladevi, who appears to he no other than Habish^uramardinL 
In front of the shrine a goat is daily sacrificed early in the morning, ligbta are 
waved l>efore the goddess at about 10, and ihog or offerings prescuted exactly 
at noon. The priests are Bengali Brahma pas, who have long since forgotton 
their mother tongue, the dress and every thing ol Bengal except the custom 
of eating flesh which in the present case is the AAey-~the goat's flesh^offered 
to thogod<less. In fact, it is said that this goddess and her priests had been 
brought by Haja Mansingh from Bengal. 

20. Auicr having soon become unfit for aecommodating the fast inoreaaiog 

jAiPint population of the capital of the State, Sawai Jayeiagh 

in 1728 transferred it to Jaipur built by himself. 
Objects of antiquity can, therefore, be hardly expected to be found here. 
While engaged in seeing the local Museum, 1 was agreeably surprised to find 
some scalptares stored in the corners of some quadranglesw Soma of them 
were beautiful, artistic, atid of an early age, Th^ had been all huddled 
together at different places without being sorted. The Hesident also, who is 
keen on antiquarian matters, has culkcted eeveint images and ploced them in 
his garden. It would indeed be a very nieo thing if both collections are 
brought together, properly arranged, and carefully deposited in some room in 
the Museum building. This room w>'i]ld thus serve all the purposes of the 
Archmological Section, which seems to have been totally ignored here. Another 
vrork I was oug^od ujnqu at Jaipur was the preparing of a list of antiquarian 
remains in the Jaipur State, It is indeed a pity that there is no well-informed 
and enthusiastic antiquarian in this state juat as we had Pandit Gaurishankar 
Ojha at Udaipur and actually have Murvshi Deviprasad at Jodhpur, although 
Jaipur is in no way inferior to Udaipur or Jodhpur. Hence the list for this 
state that had already been supplied to our office la not as complete and 
accurate as those for the Udaipur and Jodhpur States, I, therefore, consulted 
almost all those persons who could pretena to any knowledge of antiquities 
in this state, and was thus able to draw up on the whole an accurate and reUable 
list for our puqioses. The tour which 1 uudertook thereafter in the ^ekbavati 
province will bear witness to it. 


21. Eight miles to the south of Jaipur b Sanganer, said to have been founded 
SANOAKER. SoDgo. There b a temple here called Sangobaba- 

ia-mandar^ wherein his picture is worshipped. 
There is also a temple of Sange^vara-Mahadeva, who was doubtless established 
here by Sanga. But who this Satiga was is not known beyond all doubt. He 
i^ said to have been one ol the seventeen sons of the Kuchhwaha king 
Ppithviraja. He killed one Bhjput named Karamsingh, who was residing at 
Mojatuabad. The latter's Ohara^ avenged hie death by murdering Sauga in 
the orchaid, of Kuvar Kishansinghji. Thera is a large old palace here, a part 
of which is now used for the local oispensary. It was formerly occupied by the 
heir-appiu>diit of the Jaipur State, and it is said by some that this too was built 
by Saiiga-babd. The omy object of antiquarian interest here is the Jaioa temple 
called iStnyAt/i-^-niandar, Who this Singhi was ia not known. This temple 
is supposed to be of the Itth century, and is compared by many tourists with 
the Abu temples for their deep beautiful cjirving. But to me at any rate it 
in. does not appear to be older than the loth centuty (Photos. Nos. 31U3-3494), 
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Tbis 19 now a Sravgi temple and abo appears to have been originallj so, as 
the ttoages of the TirihanikarM are all nude. la the row of the aubaidlary 
cells, most of the iinagee have inscriptions engraved oa them. But it is by no 
means certain whether the images have been there from the beginninj^ or were 
brought froni elsewhere. For most of them seem from their inscriptions to 
have been originally at different places, such as Bbradakheda, Vadisakno^ and 
Mojabdda. i?one of these except two is earlier than V. E. 1658, inseriptioiis 
of which date are referred to the reign of Maharaja ^rl-Manasiihghaji of the 
Karma dynasty. Another variant of the latter name is Kuchhaba. This 
dynastic name is mentioned tn connection with Sawai-Jayaaimha, who is 
therein called Ambavati-avami, t, e,, lord of Atubdvati or Amer. The date 
supplied for him in this inscription is saihvaisare Bahtd'VfKii^mm'inda-taite 
17o3 ^aiidiha-ndite tnah^-patghe aahtami'Hifitiu ^udhamre. 

22. Chataii is eighteen miles south of Sanganer, and is the principal town of 

afoAsAii of the same name. The antiquities of Chatsu 
cif ATSU. have already been described by Carl ley le in Arehteolo- 

gical Survey BeporU, Vol, VI, page 116 CF, so that there remains very 
little to be said. Old sculptures are found in abundance here either lying loose 
or built into walls. But not u single temple that is t)ld is now to be 
in or about Chafau, Carlleyle* however, says: "There is only one really old 
temple now standing in all Chatsu, and that is a small temple, with an 
ornamented conical spire, on the south-west side of the town ; but there ate 
no pillars in this temple and no iascription.’* I searched hard after this temple, 
but ia vain. I also made many inquiries whether any ever existed. There is, 
however, what may be colled a miniature shrine, standing “on the south-wtsst 
of the town ” as Caflleyle says, but this has no conical spire, at any rate not 
that kind of spire with which an ancient fane is surmounted (Photo. No. 6916), 
The spire here corresponds to the roof, that ordinarily crowus a mbhav^n^pa, 
'fhis miniature Shrine is close beside the modern temple of Baraaiijt almost 
on the edge of the Golerilv faldD and is scarcely even three feet high. I wonder 
what purpose it could have served. 

23 There is only one antiquarian object now lying in Chafeu, which is of 
sufficient interest for us. It is “ a Kutila inscription of twenty-six hues on a broken 
black stone,” as Carlleylecalls it(Inscr. Xq. 2508). In hw time it was * built 
into the aide wall of the steps leading down into a great tank at Chatsu, --doubt¬ 
less the Golerav talde as it is known there. When I visit^ had been 

stuck up into a wall of the dilapidated temple of Raghnqathji m the immolate 
neighbourhood of this flight of steps. The temple had almost completely fallen 
down I was told, on account of the high waters during the last monsoon cans^ 
bv recent extensions to the iaidv on the south-west sii^ei A new temple to 
that god was being built from the uiatenals of the old, when I was there 
With this end in view the old temple was being razed to the ground, but 
without the least care being taken for the safety ot the m^nption stone, which 
had already been broken into three fn^ments. Soon after leaving Uhatsu I 
wrote to the Beaident to move the Jaipur Darbdr to toke »me speedy steps 
for the safe custody of the stone, and the Jaipur Darbar kindly promised 
remove the stone ^refully to the new temple that is being built, 1 *ke 
SsUdar receives orders from the Darbar before the stone is broken 

into atom^*

Sivaraja, therefore, eould not possibly have 
Jived between the 11th and I2tb centuries, as Carlleyle asserts. 

25. It will thus be seen that the inscription belongs to a GuhiU dynasty* 
This is quite in keeping with the tradition that ChaUu waa in the possession of . 
the Guhilas before the Kachhwalias took it. Golerav, the uenjc of the taldv, 
also appears to be a corruption of Guhilaraja, another indication of the place 
having once been held by the Guhilots. ■ 

26. Two miles north of Chatsu is a hill called ^Ivdungar, which is crowned 
111. with, as CarlJejle aptly fctiys,? fortified temple. It was originally a Srfivagi 

fane, but wow appropriated to Siva worship. The whole temple is a modern 
construction, but old pieces of sculpture are here and there imbedded into the wails. 
The shrine is empty and in the closed hall (j^Sdhaman^apa) is a liitffa, which 
is worshipped (Photo, No. 3408), The shrine door is doubtless old, perhaps 
as old as the Sth century. Carlleyle says that "there was one sculpture m 
particular, built into the left jamb of the door of the present temple, on which 
there is a representat'on^of two antique-lookiug human figures etondiug under a 
doublo-topped umbrella,'and which E would be inclined to attribute even to 
Buddhist origin, although the sculpture may be simply of early dsin execution.” 
Such sculptures, however, are quite common in Eajputana in very early 
temples, and there is nothing peculiarly Buddhistic or Jaina about them. At 
the northern extremity of the temple enclosure is a Jaina chhcUrif which contains 
a beautiful white marble pillar (Photo, No. 349S), The figures carved on 
them Carlleyle takes to be those of the But this is a mistake, 

for, as the inscription incised below each shews, they all are repre^ntations of 
the varioua poutifis of the Digambafa sect The itiscriptions also, that have 
been found here, confirm this conclusion. Thus one of these begins with the 
date 5oifi ISSS eurahe VaUdUcha 4udi 6, and then roentiona the names of the 
puntifis, who were of the Mulasamgha, Saraavatl g^chohha^ Balatkara oana and 
in the line of the dehdr't/<t Kundakunda, ,The name of the first pontifi here given 
is Padmanandin. He was followed by Subhachandra and Jinacbandra. One 
of Jinacbandra's pupils was Ratnakirti, at whose instructions some Khandelval 
baniaa of Ajaniera gotra are said to have offered obeisance in the temple. The 
name of the place, where this temple wsa, is Champavati, doubtless one of the 
names by which Cbatsu is known, 'ihe SaritmWf i, e., the Sultan,at that time 
was Gyasadita, in all possibility Ghiyas Shah Kbaljl of Malwa, and the local chief 
was rdjd. Bhtitiimara, who belongeil to the Eurma, e., unquestionably, the 
Kachhawaha, family. No king of this name, however, isto oe found in the 
dynastic list of Jaipur. The pontiffs, mentioned in this inscription, ^e found 
in the of the ^igambara sect published by Dr. Hoernle in Indian 

Antiquaj^gl Vol, XX, pp. 354-355, but therein between Subhachandra and 
Jinacbandra is placed another pontiff of the name Prabhachandra. 

27. After leaving ChatsiJ, I commenced my exploration wort in the 
^ekhava(.l province of Jaipur. The north of the Jaipur State is split up into two 
great divisions, one called Tamvravati and theother Sekhavati. Tartivravati isso 
named after the Bajput tribe Tadivara, the same as the Tomara of^ the inscrip* 
tions, Accorditig to the traditions, the TamVara were at first reiijning at Delhi, 
but were ousted from there by the Ghohans. Consequently they migrated 
southward, and settled at Patau in Tamvravati. The other province was called 
l^ekhavafl after the Sekhawats, one of the Kachbawaha clans originated from 
one ^ekhaji. By far the larger portion of this province is in the hands of the 
tributary chiefs of the Jaipur Maharaja, who are all Sekhawats. Of these 
Sikar and Kbetn are the two principalities of note and inporUnce here.

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A. D, &72- The eitericir of the shrine ia all modern plaster work, excepting 
the images in the aicliea (Photo. No. 3607J. These are unquestionably old, 
perhaps as old as the pillars of the hall themselves. AJl these except Siva haTo 
two hands each, another indication of their early age. All these are so thickly 
bedau^ with red paint that it is not a little difficult to recognize them. In 
the principal back niche is a goddess with two hands, her right holding a sword 
and the left a shield, and with her vehicle the lion close beside her. In the 
principal niche facing the north is Mahishasuramardini with two haiuis, her ri^^ht 
holding apparently a skull and the left a awor^ and trampling upon the demon. 
In the remaining central niche la Siva with eight hands, one holding a spear 
bearing a victim transfixed on its end. He also bears the elephant hide. It 
reminds one of a similar figure in the temple of Kaiiasa at Ellorii, This figure 
is, however, mistaken by the people for Balaji or Hanximan. The other figures 
sculptured are of the regentg of the quarters. But Vayu is stuck up at the 
north-east, instead of at the north-west, corner, and Agin is placed twice over, 
one rightly in the south-east corner and once wrongly in the north side. This 
shews that the outside walls of the shrine have been rebuilt. 


32. ^ Ihe lower parts of the pillar shafts of the sahhdmtirutapa contain 
inscriptions engraved on them, which are im|>ortant for the history of the 
imperial Chahamaiia djmasty (Inwrs. Xoa. 2502-13), The earliest of these is 
dated V, E. 1162, and refers itself to the reign of Prithivideva, who is 
undoubtedly here Prithviraja f. It records the rebuilding of the temple by 

Mohila. Two inscriptions bear the date Ssmvat 1196, 
and belong to the reign of Ari.maraja, the same as Arnoraja, eon of Pritbvir^a I 
and contemporary of the SolankI king Kumarapata, A fourth insertrition aays 
that in Saihvat^ 1230 during the reign of Someivara, t. e., the Cbahamaiia 
sovereign Somesvara, Alhaua, son oflJdaira, rebuilt the ntandapa of the temple.

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35. Tlie temple which la really nucient is the one locally known ^ pttrdnd-^ 
Mahiideca or Harasnoth. Close besule it is the modern temple of Sivji, built 
by 1:51 vain"b^ the Kame chief who built the kliurra (Photo. No. 360S). This 
has a plain but stufiondously hifiii spire, which is seen even from a distance of 
five miles. To the south is a kutida built by a ciilled NatH^amji 

nearly 200 years amj. Still further to the south is the teumlc of hhairavji, 
which is huilt of materials frutu that of pitrand Maharleva . The pillars, espe¬ 
cially at the eutrance and near the eoakin^ room of the pt^dria^ are old (Photos. 
Nos. 3515 and 3517). The image of Bhairava is in an under-cell. But just 
before entering it may he seen on the right a beautiful image oE an eighteen- 
handed goddess (Photo, No. 3516). A fair is held here on the Hfch of the 
bright half of Bliailrapada, where people from the neighbimring places come. 
Near the south-west comer of this temple are gathered tijgetlier heaps of 
broken images and sculptures. 


30. Let us DOW turn to the temple of purond klahadeva, with which w’eare 
here principally concerned. It was once a magnilicent temple as will be seen 
from the mass of ruins' scattered on all sides, and it is indeed, a sad thing to see 
it now an almost utter wreck. In the porch of the temple (Photo. No. 3513) 
is a large slab of black stone on which an inscription is incised (Inecr. 2so. 2514). 
This has been o-JiteJ by Prof, Kiclhorn in the ^ptjrdphux Iitditfn, \ol 11, 
p lib tf. But os he had no local knowledge of the temple, some mistako.s are 
to be foilnd in his translation of it. Prom the inscription we learn that the 
irod was Mahadeva known by the name of Harsha, after whom the mountain 
was also called Hamhagiri. The temple was built by one Blmvarakta aitas 
A Hate in V. E. 1013 = A. T). 956, V^erae 12 deecnbt*s what the temple was 
like and is consequently important for our purposes. As Prof, kielhorn s 
translation of it is not satiafuctoryt I give here mine " Glorious is the mansion 
of the divine llarshadeva, wliich is charming with the espan^ of (ite) spacioua 
bftlUwaiidapa) exquisite with the splendour of goM shells, (and) lovely in 
eonaeqttence of (the atetues of) Vikata and the ^ns of Paiidu set up in the row 
of structures along (its) Bides, Iteserabhng (in height) .the peak of Heru, it is 
ploasMiit on aceounc of an excellent arched dwrway (forono-dcftra) ami a weli- 
mtvvd bull (Nandi), and is full of mimifpld objects of enjoyment. A long 
fli^rht of stairs leads to the courtyard of tbm temple. Just where hese steirs 
end arc the shafts of two pairs of columns one m front of the other, wnicli 
were no doubt suriuounted by a torana and formed the arched entrance, as 
stated in the verse, A little further on, on a raised te^a^e is an old riiarb c 
image of Nandi, once no doubt placed tn a pavilion, of whiob the phnth only has 
survived (Photos, Nos. 350&-3510). This is unquestionably the bull referred te 
ia the inscription. It also says that there w.re oth.r structures also on the 
Bides of the temple, and that in one of them were the images of Pantlavas ar^d 
Viknta That there were these structures is dearly proved by the rums of the 
fiubsidiary shrines on the south and aouth-wcst. The ima^ of Paiitlavas dso 
' may beSaily recognized in the ruins on the north-east. Here arc sLt col^a

37* The spire of the temple is completely gone (Photo. No, 3514) ; and the 
exteriors of the aabhdmatidapa and the shrine also are no Ijetter. Only Xubera 
of the outside walla of the abriue is preserved. What is most curious about 
him is that hie vdhana Is shewn to be the ram however ImK AnL Vol. VI, 
p, 301). The interior of the shriue, which is on a lower level, is accessible by 
a small flight of stairs, and contains an old tinga with four facss, one on each 
aide (Photo. No. 3511), The inside walls also are carved with no lees than 
seventeen figures. The central flgure on the vrest wall represents some form of 
Gauri, with two hands, the right holding a lihga and the left an image of 
Ganapati, and herself standing on a lizard, 

38. I have already said that the ruins of the temple of Harsha and its sub. 
fiidiaiy shrines have served as materials for building the adjoining temples of 
Sivji and Bhairava. Amongst these may be found many figures which are 
interesting from the iconographic point of view. The image of an eighteen¬ 
handed goddess has already been alluded to. Another sculpture, which is built 
into the south wall of the temple of Sii^i represents Bralirod and Yishiiu as 
attempting to fathom the liriga of Siva (Photo. No, 351 if). Such sculptures 
are both rare and early ; ami, ao far as my knowledge goes, two such exist in 
the temple of Kailasa at EUora anil on the temple of Virupnksba at Fattadakah 
In a niche of an attendant shrine facing the south is a third sculpture, which I 
for long took for a representation of Kalkl, the last avatdtit of Vishnu. But 
ns clearly shewn by Pandit Bidyabiunda, he is to be identified not w'ith 
Kalki, but with Eevanta, sou of Sfirya (Jottrmtl and TtoceediHgtf Asiatic 
Society of Bengal, Vol. V, No. 10,1909) (Photo. No. 3623), 

39. The inscription states, as said above, that the temple woe constructed 
by AUnta In V, E. 1013 ^ A, 1). 956, We have been informed who this Allata 
is. There w'aa a devout worshipper of the god Uttare^vara named Viivarupa, 
who was of J^uflcharthalakulamitiiga, which Prof. Ktelborn Ifiok to be equi* 
valent to JPaiichArUmia-kul-ihunaga^ The name Panchartliala cousei]uentlj 
puzzled him, and he somehow' or other explaitied it by saying tliat it was the 
same thing as Pahchai'thika. But this is a mistake. The expression inu.st be 
understood to stand for ^afichurtAa-llAkwl-dtnndga. Vi^vaiupa was thus an 
ascetic of the Lakuli^a-Pd^upata sect. 1 have elsewhere shown that the phrase 
^akuhamndga occurs in Mysore inscriptions, and the word Faudnartba, which 
is conjoined thereto, is a technical term to the philoBO'phy of this sect and has 
been explained by Sayaua in his Sareadarfam-mi^igmha in the section dealing 
with Jjaktillia-TMuputa-dariann. Vidvarupa's pujjil was PraSasta, and the 
latter a disciple was Bliavarakta aUas Allata. He is said to have originally 
belonged to a Brahmaiia family called Vargatika residiTig at RanapalUkI, 
which is spoken of as his Sttmmri&a-kuhdmiidya. Bnuapallika hiis been rightly 
ideiitifled by Kielhorn with Ranoli, 7 miles east of Haras. But the Sanskrit 
expression has been misconstrued by him. For hs takes It to mean “ Where 
the hereditary' doctrine is that of the Saihsarikas," whereas what it really mean a 
is that his 5<imsdri^a or wordty, os op[]Osed to his spiritual, family waa at 
Rdiiolu There is thus no reference here to a sect called Samsarlkasi, as 
Kielhorn supposes. Allata was alive W'ben the temple was conatructed in 
A, D* 956, In fact, it wna be who built the temple with the wealth received 
from the pious peonle. Allata died iu V. E, 1027 = A. D. 970, and was 
succeeded by his pupil Bhavadyota. It was iu his time in V. E. 1030 ~ A D, 973, 
that the inscription was put up. In verse 27 we are informed that Harsha 
was the tutelary goddess of the Ohahaniina family. It is, therefore, no wonder 
that many of the grants made to this god, W'hich are recorded at the end of the 
epigraph, were made by the ChfLham&na kings. The inscriptiou refers itself to 
the reign of Vigraharaja, but his fatlierSimhofaja was alive when the temple itself 
was erected. It is on this supposition only that his grant of two villages to the 
god Harsh a becomes intelligible. Professor Kiel horn hns done full justice to 
the account of the Chabamana family given in the Inscription oxcopt in one 
point. The first prince lucutluued is Guvaka I, who in the record ia stated to 


have been looked upon aa a hero in the assembly of the king ^agavaioka. At 
the time of editing U. he did not take Nagavaloka aa one name, and supposed 
that the king a Naga prince. This mii*taho he oflnnv^ds corrected 
was notable to suggest who Urn sovereign was. I think, m the first plact, 
that this Xagavaloka is identical with the jinnce of that name mentioned in the 
Pathari inscription of A. B, 861, and secondly that he was the same as 
NaUbhnta, son of Vatearaja, of the imperial Pratihara dynasty. This point

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43. Fairs arc held here twice a year—once on ValMkhn >u(l PAniirtd and 
naotbcr time BMdm vad Amdcan, The aecond is more important, and the 
pilgrims nho come are expected to niiike a parkammd or circu in ambulation 
round the mountain. They first come to Loha^ar on the lOth or lltb of the 
dark half of Bhadrnpada. They commence bathing in Surya kui}da, then bathe 
in Cbit.ravail>GaDga, a small knnda behind it at the foot of a hill, and afterwards 
mBrahmakrada near gt/drtkttvd^ Then they go to the Triveni, consisting of the 
junction of the tbr< e rivers Karkobtkn, f^amdhya, and ^arkarn, and blithe there. 
Thence they repair to the village Kerodi, where they bathe in two kttnciaUf one 
of hot and the other of cold water. From there they go to Sakral, bathe in the 
Siirkara river, and do obeisance to the goddess Sakaomhari Then they go to 
the river agpiin, and perform ablutions. They afterwards go to Khoh 
and do worship to Ravauesvara-Afalihdevn. From there Nagn kunda la reached, 
and from Kdga^kttnda they go to the river ^obhavati and thence to Kliori 
At all these places they baiho. From Khori kund^ they come back to Surya 
kun^ at Lohagar, where they must be present on tlie 1+th as it is the principal 
iirifia here. The circumambulatioD thus e:itends over tw'enty-four ito#, and Las 
to be finished in five days at the most. With Lob^ar are intimately connected 
the Maheaai^ one of the well know n banin classes of llajputaria. The history 
of their origin has been told in the Itiftdsa Kalpadruma. Wiien Khandelh was 
in the possession of tbo birvan ^Chohnn) Rajputs, a certain king called Kliad- 
galnscii was once relying. His son Snjan Kathvar was a convert to Jainism, 
and always prohibiteil Biahmarias from performing sacrifices. The king, there* 
fore, without specifying any reason, forhane him to go to any place nortli of the city. 
Once, however, the prince, attended by seventy-two sons ot noblemen, did go out 
on a stroll on the north of Kliandela, and to his surprise found sisc sages including 
Gautama engaged in a sacrifice. It then suddenly flashed upon him that this 
was the reason why he had been forbidden to come here, and he at onoe ordered 
his companions to put an end to the sacrifice. The moment, however, they 
approached the sages to seizes and destroy their sacrlficlali materials, the latter 
cursed them, and they were all, including the prince hituself, converted into stone. 
On hearing of this, the king of Kha^dela died, but the wives of those turned into 
stone repaired to the place, and commenced performing religious austerities in nn 
adjoining cavern. After a time Mahndeva and Parvat! happened to jiasa by 
that place. Tliey all came out, and fell at their feet. Through the intercession 
of Parvati, JUhadeva restored their husbands to their original life, but the 
weapons which they otigtnnlly had with them stuck to their bodies. ISIafaadcva, 
therefore, ordered them to bjitbo in the Suryn jC-nndn. The effect of its water 
was such that the weapons wore sc[)arated from their bodies, hut they had also 
been well-nigh dissolved and were cuu&equeDtIy unfit for any use. .Mahndeva, 
therefore, ^ asked them to exchange their tnartml for commercial pursuits. 
Uence their descendants, who ivere MuUesaria, became traders and merchants. 

41. From Raghunatiigadh I proceeded to Sakrai, which is twenty miles 
5 AKRA]. distant cid Udepur. It Is the same Sakrai that Is refer¬ 

red to above in the description of the circutuambulntion 
which pilgrims make round the range of hills known as Malkct. Here is a temple 
of Sakambhsil situated in the midst of one of the thickest jungles of ^ebhavatl 
nnd standing by a riviilet called Siirkara, after which the place is named Sakrai 
n. The outside walls pf the shrine are di-ubtless old, and cannot be later than the 
second half of the eighth century. But no other portion of the ancient temple 
now survives, except two or three pillars (Photo. No. 3528). In a corridor wall 
of the front entrance has been stuck an inscription which ends with the date 
iS<xnii?af S73 dvir-JnJidiiAa-stidi {Itiscr, No. 2517). The reading of the first cipher 
of the date, p 'i,, 8, is certain, but I am b}" no means sure regarding the two follow** 
jng ciphers, iis they are entirely new and not known to us from previous records. 
The inacription records the erection of a mandnpa by certain ffgsh^hikai in front 
of the goddess SahkaTu. This, no doubt, appears to be the con-Gct and original 
name of the goddess, and not Snkambhari by which she ia at present known. 
(Dneofthe^orA/A/Aae,i.<i>., members of the temple supervision committee, was 
the iireshfht a^dana of the Dbusara family. TJie surname Dhusam is still well- 
known in ihe Jaipur State, but peraona bearing this surname call themselvea 
Bhar^gaya Brnhmo^s, though they are suspected by the people to have been 
ongmally bnmas. But the popular suspicion, I think, is shewn to be a fact 
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by our inBcriptioUf fot Dhuaara Is cal!^ a ^I'esfUhtj I. e., Hcf or S^th, 

ufhich title is borne by none but the bania clasa. Another gogthiia of the 
temple waa the §re«hfht Garga of the Dharkkata family. 1 have shewn 
elsewhere that the name Bharkkata has survived in the slightly altered form 
Dhaka4f ® aubnlivision of the Osvals, Curiously enough, the initial portion of 
this inscription is also worth pondering over* It invokes the blessings of three 
deities, first of Ga^apati, neit of Chandika, and lastly of Dhanada,^i. e., fwubora. 
It is worthy of note that here ChaijMjika ia placed between Gaiiapati and Ktibera, 
and no doubt reminds one of the figures on the pedestal of the shrine of 
Piplad maid in Osii.

right and left respectively. When I was at the temple in Sakrai, I wm not 
albwed to go into the ^ine and inspect the images, which were well-nigh 
concealed under garments, but I was siniply toid that the goddess was 
Mahishasuramardini, and bad none by her sides. 

4B. There ia yet another old inscription which also requires to be noticed, 
thouo^b briefly (Inscr. No, 2618}. It is engraved on a slab which is somewhat 
mutiTated, and which, what ia worse, b coatki with a whitewash, with the result 
that many lettera have thus become iliable. The slab is nowpincod m the principal 
niche of the eitorior of the ahrino facing the north. And as a cattle-pen has been 
put up against the north waU of the tempH the inscription stone is practical y 
in the dark. It is, therefore^ no easy task to read this inacnjition. Itappi^ently 
refers itself to the reign of the Chabavana king Vigrahamja, and recor^ that 
Davika. aueen of Vachchhoiaja, L <?., no doubt of Vafesaraja, unole of igra^aja.

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48. According to local traditions, old Khcndela was situated near the foot of 
the hill to the west of the present town. But no anoietit struc ture is no w existent 
there* Sculptures of the tetuplea, that onee stood here, luay, however, seen 
built in some wells known as Udavllt Bauiknvalu and so forth (Photo 
No. 3532). But the well caUed ChifUaman^kd-kma is supposed to be the most 
ancient. It is said to have been built by a king nauicd Chintatnauij Vvho had 
received a boon from a saint in accordance with which whatevw he wished for 
was at one actualised. Kbandela was also ouce held by a Sekhawat called 
BaysaIjS, who flourished before V. E, 1600. He had a queen, who was the 
daughter of the chief of Jalor. She was thus a Sonagari, and cousequeutly 
the stejvwell built by her is now known as SoTiagri*ki-bay (Photo, No. 3531). 

49. Old sculptures of racdiffival times are found everywhere in and outside 
the'town of Khaiidela, But of these that are notaworthy one is lying loose in the 
temple of Kisandevji outside Khaiidela (Photo. No. 3537), an<itlier is built into 
the wall of Fancko^ki mi (Photo.'No. 35361, and a third is on the stops lea^ng 
to Narsifigji’s temple (Photo. No, 3535), This last piece is iatereatiag. The 
principal and central figures are a man and his wife, most probably sotue^ king 
and queeu, as there is a niaidus behind the head of each. The piece, in all 
likelihood, originally belonged to some temple built by them._ But it must have 
been a Jaina fane, aa shewn by the figure of a Jina with which the sculpture is 
suriDOunted. The lowermost part is occupied by a group of seven persons who 
no d<>ubt at first sight appear to be Saptamatri but are not so, as a matter of 
fact, because they arc clearly males, 

50. Four miles to the north of Kb afield is SaladdipuriL, a village owneii by

memory, it is said, the temple was erected by the penitent fatlier. 


61. Tl>c temple faces tlie ea^L Above the shrine door ou tee dedicatory bt^k 
is Siva standing with four bands, two playing on the guitar, one right holding 
the trident and one left a On Ills proper fight at one cud is Ganapati 

standing, and on his left b the goddess Vaish^avi. The door jambs are sculptured 
with tbs remaining Above on the friere arc the Navaffra^M, 

Inside tlie tthriae is now placed a modern image, the original having dis* 
appeared. This modern image is of Jamal jtialti, the tutelary gi^daas of the 
Sekhawate. The exterior of the shrine coivtaiua three central nicbes, one on 
each tide. That on the north face is occupied by Varahi, with six hands, i he 
lowermost right hand is left open ; the one above it holds a dagger and the 
appenuost a trident. The lowermost left hand bears a skull-crowned mace, and 
the middle a bowl ; the uppermost apparently clutching her owu hair (Photo. 
No, 3539}. In the southern niche is Chamupda, who is alwaye ropreseuted as 
a hag with breasts fallen. She has eight hands, bearing, to begin witli the 
lowermost rigbt hand {diiJc 9 hm-ddhah~kani'l:ram(lt)t {!) a rosary, (3) a dagger, 
(3) a bowl, (4) a drum, (5) a snake, (6) resting on her breast with one finger tn 
the mouth, (7) a human skull and (8) a skull-crmmed mace respectively. The 
remaining, i, f,, the back, niche alto contains the figure of a goddess with eight 
hands. Of the left four, the lowermost is open, the second wields a dagger 
and the third a trident, the uppermost bearing a drum. The lowermost 
right hand holds a skull-crowned mace, the second a snake, the third some 
unidentifiable object, and the uppermost a bowl (Photo, No, 3538). What is 
curious is that all th^e goddesses have the man as their cohttna or vehicle. 
The outside w*alls of tlie shrine are also decorated with the figures of the AtJtia^ 
Dikpdias or the Bight Regents of the Quarters, Of these Kubera is shewn 
with the ram as his cdA^wa as we have seen lq tlie case of the Harsha temple

To these and not to the inside image saffroo is applied, and these are 
every day taken out and clean washed. The image Is thus altogether left 
uutouched. In the month of Asoja (Aivina) a great fair is held, and, sin<^ 
tho opening of the rail, pilgrims from distant parts of the country flock to this 

[ dace. Tho person, who contributes highest to the maintenance of the gfti 
amp in the shrine, has the right to wave lights before the idol. No less than 
Rs. 1,200 is annually collected from the pilgnms. A portion of this income^ is 
now being devoted to painting the which, however, is a thing 

to be regretted. The finances of the tem^e are controlled by a panCh, 
who stay in Media, and spend the remainder on repairs to the twelve Jaina 
temples there. 

54. In front of the shrine on each side is a white tear bio slab curiously 
scolptored. Each has an inscription on it. One of these ia dated Setihvat ISSl 
Mdrggagira 9 wli d, and speaks of a gift of CAoindain together with 4^H-0At^ria- 
kStlga-SiiapIuita in the temple of Faiivanatha iu F^lavardhika (Phalodi). 
. The gift was made by the Porvad Ropimonl and bhadtidri Dasadha. The 
other inscription bears no date, and recoms the sculpturing of by 

Seth Municbadidra. The meaning^ of Chaihdaka, aitaphata, and 
is unknowu to me, Munichamdra ia spoken of as having also constructed the 
mnnr/npa of the temple, in Naravara, built by Sallakahmata, and as l»ving 
plac^ dewi-tM{bd^) lakdk in the temple of Mahavira at Ajayameru (Ajmerb 
In an antechamber to the wabhdmamlapa are placed some sculptures in wall 
niches. Two of these are interesting. They are Sermarnanrann and Ntnidi- 
veafodelpa (Photos. Nos. 3549-3550). Iheir interest lies in the fact that they 
are modern sculptures of them, and are widely diflerent from their old 
repress ntatio ns. 

55. The pbi'drla of this temple are Sevaks as of most Jaina temples, but 
what is w onderful ia that they are pworia of the temple of Brabmani also. They 
bold some lands ^Jakdgira, granted by a Ralho^ king, but do not remember 
the name of thia king. Their ancestor came from JbaUwndb ^ vilbge not 
far distaot. They have now no leas than sixty houses here. 

66. The temple of Brahman! faces the east, and appears to be an eleventh 
century etmetere. Ia front of it stands a raised dais and a tora^ as in the 
I. case of the temple of Harasnath (Photos, Nos. 3545-3546), Here, however, on, 
the dnis is a broken figure nt the lion, that has probably fallen from ibe original 
^k^ra. The exterior of the aaihwnandapa is modern work, but the pillars 
inside are old. The apira of the shrine U new, but the outside walls, ancient 
and plain but for three mchee. That facing the north contains Namsimba and 
that on the south, Varaha (Photos. Noa, 3543-3544). The back niche is 
occupied by a goddesa with eight hands, six of which are now gone and two 
may now be seen holding a shield and a thunderbolt (Photo. No, S543). She 
stands between two lions and tw'o female attendants. She represents, I think, 
the Phalavardhikn-devi of the inscriptions in the temple, the goddess to whom 
the temple was originally dedicated. The present image of Brahmai^I is 
modem, and there is nothing in it that stamps it os one of BrahmanL To the 
south of this temple and in the dose viemity of it ia another, which b rebuilt 
X of Diatcriala of a somewhat older fane (Photo. No. 3541). It also faces the 
east, and has only three principal niches, containing Kubera, Trivikrama and 
Ga^apati on the north, west and south respectively. The parts of the original 
iiA'Aara, that are preserved, are deeply, carved and cannot be later than the 
tenth century. 

57. The pillars of the hall of the Brahmap itemplehavemanysmallinscrip- 
tions engraved on them. But excepting perhaps &ree, none ia in any way 
important or interesting. The earliest, which ia without date, commences 
with ofeieance to Phalnvardhika-devi,nnd apecifies the name of a autradhdra 
called Sivaravi, son of Macharavi, grandson of Bhodraditya, and great-grandson 
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of BaJhaka. He yras a resident of Kaclian. which was in PasJikara^h pethatw 
the province of Pushkar (Inacr. Xo. 2522), Below the bscnption is inched the 
name of San^ia Kapadi. Kapatli, I think, is the same ^ the 
Idrpatika, a meadicanL Another inscription, which is dated iawiw# 14(io 
i,ar$h^ Bhddara gudi 5, refers itself to the reign of some xMohammadan 
emperor simply called here Mugala-saha Patasaha, and that the 

temple of Phalaka (Phalodi) was repaired by one Doth a. a Gubiiate,».e. 
Guhilot. The third inucription is entirely in old MarwarL it givnss the ante 
Saiiwat 15SS varahe Chaitra 4 ndi purnimd, and states that the temple waa 
rebuilt by three iwrsoiis, viz , Jaita a Hul, Sata son of fitha^ and Harakhu a 
Bathoih Hul is a sub-division of the Guhijofc tnbe.

Yahah son of Sayyad Shah Abdul Kadir Gilani. Vahal was a of great 
Celebris iu Baghdad. His descendants first came to Nagaurj and thence to 
Media. Aurangzeb had issued t^farman to Mohammad Turk for the rent of 
the shops of this Jtimi But at the time when the »anad was issued^ 

the Hakims of !Mcdta had discontinued giving the rent for the use of the 
fAosfid. Hence it had to be renewed. On the pillars of the vtanjid itself there 
are two inscriptions^ one in Persian and Bie other in Marwan, but Iwth of the 
anme import, Tliey say that it was constructed by Aurangzeb Alanogir, 
that it had fallen into disrepair and the rent of the shops ceased to be sent to 
its cuatodiap, but that in H. 1222 or Y. S. 1864 the mmjid was repaired by the 
orders of Bhokalsingh Bahadur and tho Sardars of Nokoti Mdrwap and the 
rent was continued to bo paid again. 

61. I have already eaid that there ore no less than twelve Jaina temples in 

the tfvvn. Though ^ey are modern structurus^ still the inscriptions contain^ in 
them are not without interest. Almost all are engraved on the charan<i‘choki 
or scats of the images of ^TiTihttihhafos, Must of these, it appears, were 
installed in V. E. 1677 = A D. 1620, One of them, e. y,, is in what is known 
as Ch9pda-ro mandir. It coEumencea w-ith the dote Sadivat 1677 Jve^hthtt 
vadi 5 Guruedre, when Jahangir v,'as^dtaadH or supreme ruler nod Sahijahaih, 
*. e,, Shah Jehan, was sdhiyadd or heir^apparent. It records the setting up of 
an image of bantinathu by one Asakamna m tho temple erected by himself and 
called Mamniaiiimaya-vihara. He was an Osval and of the Chopai^ gotm. 
Jt is no doubt this surname that accounts for the temple being now called 
Ckoptid-ro mandir, Hia wife*a name was AjaibO'de, a rather curious name, 
derived from the Persian word wond^ful. Aaakarapa had been joined in 
this benefaction by several of his relatives, whose names have been specified. 
He had earned the tilaia or forehead mark of Samg/tapati) 4. e., the lun(Jor of a 
eufrtjrAa, by organising pilgrimages to Arbuda tAbii) and Vimalachala 
(Satruftjaya), and celebrated the Nariidi festival in connection with the Suripada 
conferred upon Jinaraja, What this Nandi festival was I do not know. But 
it is mentioned no less than three times in the ^atrufijava inscriptions, in 
editing which Dr. Bubler, however, wrongly sapposed it tobe'Rupanaudi, instead 
of NaiitlL The image was iiistolled by Jinarnjasuri of the Kbaratara gachchbfi, 
in conjunction with Acharya Jinasagara and other This Jinasagara is no 

doubt the one, who in V. E, 1636 originated the eighth gachchhabftsda {Ittd, 
Ani. Vol, XI, p. 250, No, 63). Jinaraja is mentioned as the son of Dbarma-^si 
and Dharala-de and as belonging to the Bohittha family, unquestionably tlie 
same os Bobottar, an Osval sect. He is also spoken of as haviog received a 
boon from Ambika, as having consecrated the ^lraSinj^-oddhara^ and tia 
having caused the image of Failvanatha installed in Bhanavnda to pour out 
nectar. The Satrufijaya ioacriptions reiterate the first iak, and record that 
the new images, etc., made in the Kharataravasi Toilk were all consecrated in 
V. E. 1675 by Jinarajn. But nothing is mentioned concerning his miracle at 
Bhauavatia. Jinarain was the pupil and successor of Jinasimha, who is said to 
have r^eived the title of Yu^apradhdna from the emperor Jehangir. He also 
built riAorns or temples in Kabila (Kabul) and Kashmira, and caused the edict 
of non-slaughter to be proclaimed in ^rikara, Tripura (Srinagar) and Garjjanaka 
(Gazni). Almost the same things are repeated in the Satrirfijaya inscriptions, 
but Bhhler, I think, li^ wrongly read Kathina instead of Kabila, which is Uie 
same as Kabila, by which ICabul is still known iu Marwap. Jinasiihba was the 
pupil and successor of Jinachaihdra, on whom, it is said, the title of Yugapradhdna 
wag conferred by Akbar, 

62. Precisely on the same date os of tlie last inscription the same pontiff 
Jinaroja consecrated two other images set up by the same iariighapad 
.\sakaraua. One of these was of Adisvara, the principal imaire in the temple 
called JKmo-Mottdir. The other was of Ajitanatha in the *5^aMcA(»-firfAiydro 
mandir The iiwcriptioii on the hitter image gives us additional information 
about Jmachatttdrasurt. He caused the edict of Don-slanghter to be annually 
promulgated during the periods of AshtdHka and Shdnmdtika, saved the lives 


of fish and otber anloiab in tbo sea oear Stanibhatirtha, f. Catnbay, 

anrl caused the tax at Satnmjaya and other places to be discontinued. He is 
aifiu called ptaiieha-nadl-pini'iidhfika, the meaning of which is not clear to me. 
In the conaccration of this last ISrthaihkara^ we are told, Jinaraja had been 
assisted by «pddAy«yd Sanvayamja, vdehakat Hamsapranioda, Samayasundara 
and PuiiyapradhariB. Of these Saoiftyaraja was a pupil of Jitiachandr^ and 
Ljamayasundara the preceptor of Harslvanandana. A fourth inscription is 
dated 1669 coraAe Muha »udi 5 dine ^atraedre', and refers itself to the 

reign of Suryaeimha, i. the Rathod Raja Soor of Jodhpur. But the earliest 
record of this gachahha here has the date 1507 V, E., and speaks of an image of 
SantinaUia as being installed by Jinabhadra and Jimis^ra. The names of the, 
Tapagaclichhft pontiffs are also not wanting. Thus one inscription begins with 
the date Saiii. 165$ mrehe Vai, Su. d and records the setting up 

of the image of ^ioQtinathft by one Padania-s! of the Gadahia ysfre, and the 
installation thereof by Vy'ayaaenaauri of the Tnpagaobchha. ItiBcriptioos of the 
time of hia pupil Vyayadavaauri are dated V, E. 1677-1687. The earjiest 
record of this aaehewia refers to the consecration of an image of Sumatiiiatha 
by Hemavimiuidrb and bears the date (Shjhea# 2569 tsareke Mdgha htdi J5. 

63. Ift the Sojatia gate at Media is an inscription stone, built into the wall, 
but which originally belonged to PhalodL It is dated 1^5 vareke 

Karima evdi^ll /ifaef*d«ie, and refers itself to the reign of liana Karama-sn, 
son of Baiia Guhilauta Medmla. Karama-sl the[i ordains that the pnjmrU of 
the templ^ of both Phalaudhi (Pbalavardhika) and Par4vanatha were only 
those Brahujalias, who were descended from LokeSvara. In my description of 
Pbdodl I have stated that both the temples have the same pi^drle, who are of 
the Sevok Brahmana caste. They still remeiuber their ancestor Lokeiyara, 
who was originally at Jhaliv^L This inscription also shews that the territory 
round about Phalodi was originally in the possessbu of the Gruhilota. 

61. Medtn is famous for small lakes. They are mostly on the eastern and 
western faces of the town, such as Muta-Natli, Jethani, Daugolai, Kundala and 
Bcpcho, On the borders of this last la an old pleasant garden with some 
Muhammadan structures. On the bund of the DangoJal is a tomb of 
Dc Bourbon, a Frenchman, captain of iufantry, wounded in the service of 
Maharaja Sciiidia on the llth September 1790 and died iu consequence ou the 
18 th idem, aged sixty-one. The inscription is in French on a white nibble 
slab. This battle was fought near Media iu A. D, 1790 between the MarathiU 
and the Rathoils.
